Iran Is Becoming 
Trouble Spot For 
State Department 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—UP)— 
A U. S. survey mission soon may 
be sent to strategically-important 
Iran—now in the grip of, an eco- 
nomic crisis and rising Red pres- 
sure. 
The big question: What, if 
anything, can America do? 
No on-the-spot study has been 
decided upon yet, It was said. 
However, Secretary of State Ach- 
eson is reported deeply concern- 
ed over the Iranian situation and 
has assigned It a high priority 
among the urgent problems under 
department consideration. 
The situation is complicated by 
the fact that Iran, along with 
Greece and Turkey, is on the front 
line of the cold war in the oil- 
rich Middle East.. It is under con- 
stant Russian propaganda 
pres- 
sure from the outside while a Com- 
munist political group, the Tudeh 
party, is gaining strength inside. 
Some degree of polltaical unrest 
also has set in, according to the 
latest information given Acheson. 
The government is said to be run- 
ning1 Into serious financial diffi- 
culties because it has had to dig 
into its reserves of American dol- 
lars and British pounds in order 
to provide food for the hungry- 
Officials privately concede that

WASHINGTON, April 17.—UP)— 


The U. S. court of appeals today 
reaffirmed its ruling that govern- 
ment loyalty board procedures are 
constitutional. 
At the same time, in a 2-1 de- 


cision, it rejected claims by 26 
Sost office department employes 


liat they were victims of racial 


and religious discrimination and 
of decisions based "solely" on guilt 
by association. The group in- 
cludes 12 negoes and eight Jews, 
from Cleveland, Philadelphia, De- 
troit, New York City and Plain- 
field, N. J. 
The 26 brought a civil suit in dis- 
trict court here after receiving loy- 
alty board notices of proposed re- 
moval action." 
The notices said 


the board had found reasonable 
grounds for belief that they were 
disloyel to the United States. 
They were in various stages of 


the investigative procedure when 
they sued. 
Some had had hear- 
ings, some had 
been suspended, 


and some had not reached either 
stag<s. 


District Judge Alexander Holtzoff 
dismissed their petition in the low- 
er court and specifically upheld 
constitutionality of the 
proced- 
ure. They appeald from that rul- 
ing. 


Justice Frettyman, writing the 
appellate court's majority opinion, 
held that most of the constitu- 
tional ground has been covered 
In previous rulings upholding the 
loyalty board processes. 
The only new matters, he .said, 
are the racial, religious and guilt 
by association 
complaints. 
The justice said that government 
affidavits filed in the case dem- 
onstrated that neither the race nor 
the religion of the employe enters 
the proceedings."

Georgia's hotly disputed county unit 
election system weathered a su- 
preme court test today. 
The tri- 
bunal affirmed a lower court de- 
cision which had the effect of up- 
holding the legality of the Georgia 
system. 


The supreme court's action was 
announced in an unsigned opin- 
ion. The vote was 7-2. Justice 
Douglas wrote a dissenting opin- 
ion with Justice Black concur- 
ring. 
That meant the majority was 


composed of Chief Justice Vinson 
and Associate Justices Reed, Frank- 
furter, Jackson, Burton, Clark and 
Minton. 


Critics of the system call it a 


unique protector of rural political 
power in Georgia and an import- 
ant factor In the entrenched forces 
of Gov. Herman Talmadge. 
Two Georgia 
voters, 
Benard 
South and Marold C. Fleming, ask- 
ed the supreme court to Invalidate 
the system before the state Demo- 
cratic primary is held on June 28.

ers independent of the NLRB It- 
self.

plied: 


"For obvious reasons the 
facts 
will be more easily developed with- 
out their being publicized." 
In replying to a question, Ty- 
dings said the broader investiga- 
tion will be confined to finding out 
whether there are any disloyal em- 
ployes in the state department. 


The-committee-was created 
to 


investigate charges from McCarthy 
that the state department is hon- 
eycombed with Communists and 
their sympathizers. 


Sunday the committee's 
chief 
counsel, Edward P. Morgan, ser- 
ved former Communist Louis F. 
Budenz with a subpoena. Budenz 
one-time managing editor of the 
Communist 
newspaper 
Daily 
Worker. Is scheduled to testify 
at a public hearing Thursday. 
McCarthy has said Budenz will 
swear that he knew Owen Latti- 
more, Far Eastern affairs expert, 
to be a member of the Communist 
party. Lattimore already has tes- 
tified under oath that he never has 
been a Communist or a 
fellow 
traveler. 


Lattimore said in a Philadelphia 
speech Saturday night that the U. 
S. should "disavow approval and 
support of the old government of 
China" 
headed 
by Chiang Kai- 
Shek. 


At the same time he said

Foreign Ore Is 
Needed For Steel, 
Chapman Asserts

look to foreign raw material sourc- 
es because domestic iron ore sup- 
plies are approaching depletion. 
He raised the 
possibility of 
restricted steel production within 
the "foreseeable future" as re- 
sult of dwindling ore sources.

foremost problem 


facing the steel industry 
right 


now. the secretary said. 
Chapman was lead-off witness 


in an investigation of the steel 
industry by a judiciary subcommit- 
tee inquiring into 
monopoly 
in 


busines. 


Chapman said an increase of at 


least three per cent a year in steel 
production is necesary to keep up 
with th nation's rate of economic 
growth. 


Chapman said ore production 


In the upper Great Lakes region 
will be reduced more than half 
within the next 15 years at the 
present rate of steel production. 


He told the committee

WASHINGTON, April 17.—(^Pi- 
President Truman was advised to- 
day that the business outlook for 
the next six 
months,

strong" despite the unemployment 
problem. 


The report came from Leon Key- 
serllng, acting chairman 
of 
the 
President's 
council of economic 
advisers. Keyserling called at the 
White House with John D. Clark, 
fellow member. 


They submitted a 
confidential 
quarterly economic report to Tru- 
man. 


Keyserling told reporters 
later 
that while the report will not be 
made public the situation is "very 
strong." 


"Whether you measure it by In- 
dustrial output profits or busi- 
ness, sustained levels of consum- 
er buying, automobile or steel 
production the outlook is very 
good," Keyserling said. 


He added that March showed in- 


dications of "strengthened econom- 
ic activity." 


He said the country faces more 


unemployment because of a steadily 
rising labor force duo to the in- 
creasing population. He added: 


"Unemployment levels are not 
critical or dangerous but they are 
higher than they ought to be. 
We must strive for enough expan- 
sion and enough of new investment 
to reduce unemployment to lower 


constantly 
levels and absorb" the 
increasing labor force." 


He said that the council, in its 
January report, forecast a strong 
period of economic activity for the 
first six months of the year. 


"We can now go further and 
say that tho outlook for the next 
six months Is even stronger than 
the outlook In January for the 
first halt of the year."

PRESIDENT VS. SENATE 


When the S e n a t e de- 


mands that the President 
turn over confidential docu- 
ments and the President re- 
fuses, who will win? 
This 


question, brought up anew 
in the McCarthy affair, is an 
old one, and the result has 
always been the same. 


A clear-cut case was the 


battle in 1886 between the 
Senate and President Grover 
Cleveland. The Senate would 
not concur in suspension of 
officials whom the President 
thought incompetent, with- 
out seeing the evidence on 
which the suspensions were 
based. It adopted a resolu- 
tion, demanding the produc- 
tion of all such documents. 


Cleveland's reply recalls 


J. Edgar Hoover's recent ob- 
jection to turning over the 
FBI files to senatorial in- 
quirers. 
The 
presidential 


documents, he said, consist- 
ed of "letters voluntarily 
written and presented by 
private citizens who are not 
in the least instigated there- 
to by any official invitation 
or at all subject to official 
control. Many of them are so 
irrelevant or in the light of 
other facts so worthless, that 
they have not been given the 
least weight in determining 
the question to which they 
are supposed to relate." 


Public opinion backed the 


' President, and the Senate ul- 


timately dropped the issue. 
The law on which it based 
its claim was repealed later 
in the year. There could be 
no doubt who was victor in 
that fight. . 


NEW LIGHT ON CRIME 


It used to be a widely held 


opinion that rural . residents 
were more law-abiding and 
in general better citizens 
than their urbaa neighbors. 
With better transportation 
city and county dwellers got 
to know each other better, 
and dropped the baseless 
idea that the inhabitants of 
one region were better than 
those of another. It survives 
now only in the propaganda 
spread to justify discrimina- 
tion in favor of rural areas. 
in the districting of seats in 
Congress or the state legis- 
latures. 


This lingering belief 
re- 


ceives a blow from 
figures 


released by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. Crime 
increased in 1949 over the 
1948 figures, the FBI finds, 
but the biggest increase was 
in rural areas. In cities the 
increase was 4.2 per cent, 


, but in the country it was 8.5 


per cent. 


The explanation may well 


lie in the inadequacy of ru- 
ral law enforcement. 
Con- 


stables are few and often are 
part-time workers. Sheriffs 
have a large territory to dov- 
er with few deputies. An al- 
ert criminal has an excellent 
choice of crossing a state 
boundary before 
the slow 


operations of the 
law gst 


started. 


More state police may be 


one answer. If not, 
rural 


counties with crime trouble 
should be prepared to spend 
more money on the improve 
ment of their own 
police 


service. 


DIPLOMATS, NEW STYLE 


Be a career diplomat and 


see the world. The late Lnur- 
ence A. Steinhardt, who lost 
his life in a plane crash, 
could have indorsed this sen- 
timent. Ambassador to Can- 
ada, at the time of his death, 
he had previously represent- 
ed the United States in Swe- 
den, Mexico, Peru and Tur- 
key. By his experience he ac- 
quired not merely knowl- 
edge of diplomatic protocol 
and the other information 
that in the layman's 
eyes 


goes with a pair of striped 
trousers, but .insight into the 
schemes of 
other nations. 


Russia, for 
example, was 


represented in all the coun- 
tries to which Steinhardt,

Safety 
experts 
declare 


that most highway accidents 
are the result of excessive 
speed. S i g n s indicating 
speed limits are ignored to a 
great degree, and it is ob- 
vious that many habitual 
speeders are kept in order 
only by visible evidence of 
public supervision. 


The state of Michigan is 


conducting an 
experiment 


involving the use of unmark- 
ed police cars. The state po- 
lice 
commissioner 
reports 


that eight times as many ar- 
rests have been made in this 
way as with plainly identi- 
fied cars. 


The driver who proceeds 


with an eye on tl._ rear-view 
mirror and moderates his 
speed only when a police car 
comes in sight is undoubted- 
ly fair game for the officer 
in an unmarked car. 
Those 


who consider the Michigan 
police tactics unfair can re- 
flect that, obeying the law 
by driviing safely, they need 
have no concern as to the 
shape, color, size or identifi- 
cation marks of police cars. 


Unfortunately the 
critics 


of such tactics against speed- 
ers have a sound argument 
in the fact that many areas 
have arbitrary speed limits 
which are long out of date, 
and no longer applicable to 
present-day highways, 
ve- 


hicles and variable 
driving 


conditions. There are some 
speed limits which are too 
high, incidentally, as well as 
many which are too low. A 
substantial 
contribution to 


general law obedience could 
be made by bringing traffic 
codes up to date. 


Making dollars go a long 


way is usually laudable. But 
making some of them stay at 
home is a good trick too.

graph and other rapid transmis- 
sion facilities."

Now pending in the senate is a 
proposal to create a special com- 
mittee, backed by a $150,000 ex- 
pense fund, to investigate organ- 
ized crime.

police the illegal gambling oper- 
ators. 
But he said it does feel the 
proposed ban would be a big help 
to local law enforcement agen- 
cies trying to control commer- 
cialized gambling which "Is not 
wholly local in Its origins 
and 


support." 
The attorney general said horse 
racing information is distributed 
by a central service to about 38 
cities. 
"This service Is allowed to op- 
erate trackslde In some places 
and excluded mothers," he con- 
tinued. 
"At tracks where It Is 
excluded It uses various Ingen- 
ious devices to obtain track In- 
formation. This Information x'x 
is placed upon circuits, usually 
leased telegraph circuits, supple- 
mented by long distance tele- 
phone, running to major cities 
of the country, from whence I* 
Is fanned out on other leased 
circuits, or In some cases, by lo- 
cal radio broadcasts. 
Most of the 36 sub-distributors, 


McGrath said, regard themselves 
as publishers since they usually 
have small daily newspapers car- 
rying racing news "and a ematr 
tering of general news." 
He said bookmakers need rapid 
service to stimulate race betting 
and to "lay off" bets when 
too 
much money is placed on a par- 
ticular horse. A "lay off" bet is 
a 
hedging operation 
to protect 
the bookie against too heavy 
a 


loss on a single race. 
"It is quite evident," McGrath 
went on, "that the modern book- 
making operation . is completely 
intertwined with the communica- 
tions systems of this country; and 
that to deny the use of the facil- 
ities of interstate commerce to 
the organized gambling fraternity 
would be a knockout blow to their 
operations." 
McGrath insisted that the free- 
dow of the press was fully pro- 
tected in the anti-gambling bill. 
"To repeat," he said "printed 
publication Is completely exempt 
regardless of the source In Infor- 
mation. 
Taking a very cogent 
example, the fact that the same 
central source which Is supply- 
ing bookmakers with their rap- 
Id results Information on horse 
racing may also be supplying 
the .large press associations such 
as the Associated Press or Unit- 
ed Press with flash results will 
not prevent the latter from con- 
tinuing to receive information 
from that source and using It 
or further transmitting It for 
news publication, if the source 
can survive." 
"This fairly simple test is ar- 
rived at x x x It is open to the 
party transmitting

The AEC doesn't want its hlrec 
hands to talk publiply about even 
non-secret stuff on reactions in 
volving hydrogen 
if they relate 
those reactions in any way' to 
the so-called "super bomb/' 


It's okay to speak about scuh 
reactions in an academic way— 
presumably in the same way they 
might discusg the theory of rel- 
ativity. 
But please, boys, says 


the commission, don't hook these 
reactions up with a hydrogen 
bomb. 
.' 


"The purpose of the commis- 
sion's request on Oils matter," 
tho agency says, "was to avoid 
release of technical information 
which, even though itself un- 
classified 
(non-secret), 
might 
have been interpreted by virtue 
of the project connection of the 
speaker as reflecting the com- 
mission's program with respect 
to 
thermonuclear 
(hydrogen 
bomb) weapons." 
When the commission announc- 
ed it had made this "request," it 
didn't say whether, any of its 
staff had been speaking out of 
line. 
Later a reporter recalled that 
shortly before the "request" an 
AEC staff scientist had talked to 
some Washington school teachers 
and said:

possible to explode tankers filled 
with deuterium in a harbor, us- 
ing an A-bomb as a detonator. 
3. If an H-bomb were worked 
out—and a person were able to

W. H. Butler, president of the 


association, presided and presented 
the various visitors. Ralph Evans, 
head of the veterans schools in 
the county, was the program chair- 
man.

Virginia Dell and Frankie Nell, 
with Mrs. W. V. Hill as accom- 
panist, included "Are You From 
Dixie," "Let the World Go By,"

Adams formerly was a voca- 


tional agriculture teacher at Mil- 
dred and Wortham In the 1930s. 
He now heads a staff of 20 state 
district supervisors, 184 co-ordin- 
ators, 1500 vocational agriculture 
teachers and 23,000 farmers In 
training.
